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The illustration shown above is the sketch for the 
completed fountain to be erected in MacMillan Park, 
Washington, D. C, as a Memorial to the late James 
MacMillan through whose instrumentality the Park 
Commission was appointed by the Senate of the 
United States, of which he was a member, and the 
plan for the development of Washington, which has 
had so strong an influence on City Planning through- 
out the world, was secured. An enlarged view of the 
Fountain Group is given, as a frontispiece, on the 
following page. This Memorial, erected by the peo- 
ple of Detroit, is the work of Herbert Adams, hon- 
orary president of the National Sculpture Society, 
among whose other productions may be named the 
bronze doors and certain statues for the Library of 
Congress, Washington, D. C, bronze doors of St. 
Bartholomew's Church, New York, and "Bust of a 
Young Woman," in the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
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
